DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' Pre-Appeal Brief filed on 
12/23/2008. 

2. Claims 1-39 were cancelled. 

3. Claims 40-74 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 40-74 are allowed in light of 
the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts of made record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Combination of Caron et al. (US Patent No.: US 5,586,328, hereinafter as 
Caron), Colby et al. (US Patent No.: US 6,199,063 B1, hereinafter as Colby), and Ming- 
Chien SHAN (WO 92/15066, PCT/US92/01458) fail to teach stopping the recursive 
query of the database upon identifying a dependency that is already included in the 
dependency information tracking array (claims 40-47, 50-51 , 70-71 and 73-74; 60-63, 
65-68 and 72); identifying one or more cyclic dependencies among code objects stored 
in the database (claims 48-48); identifying one or more dependencies on triggers of 
code objects stored in the database (claims 52-59, 64, and 69).

6. These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 40-74 them allowable.
